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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts a criticality that is said to 
exclude the "2-3 micron coating" of the prior art. While this argument may have merit, it is only given patentable weight for claim 32 which 
recites a 100 nm thickness, and to that end is commensurate with the arguments presented. The definition of "nanophase" Is noted, 
however, it is asserted that the prior art teaches nanometer-sized catalytic particles. See page 3 of the prior Office action. The definition 
of nanotechnology is also noted, however it is asserted that the prior art meets this definition insofar as also being on an "atomic or 
molecular scale...." The sum of applicant's arguments appear to be premised on the provisionally-allowed limitations of claim 32. 
Applicant is reminded that claim 32 is presently objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including the limitations of base claim 31 . 
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
